A drop in ground water in th e 
summer is normal, Heckard said, 
but th e decline usually is only 
about one foot by early July .

A DECADE LATER 
Ten y ears ago So v iet tanks and armo red 
cars put do wn rio ts in East Berlin and East 
Germany . 
Demo nstratio ns against co n­ 
ditio ns in East Berlin began earlier, but o n 
J une 17 they bro ke into full-scale, anti­ 
co mmunist rio ts. As many as 50,000 wo rkers 
assaulted go v ernment buildings and were 
turned back o nly after So v iet tro o ps and 
tanks sho t their way into Po tsdammer 
Platz. 
The rio ts spread to at least a do zen o ther 
East German cities fro m Wamemunde and 
Ro sto ck in the no rth to so uthernmo st 
Zwickau. 
Other So v iet satellites to o k a cue fro m 
East Berlin. A rev o lt o ccurred at the Lenin 
Wo rks (fo rmerly Sko da) in Pilsen, Czecho ­ 
slo v akia, and o thers in Bo hemia, Mo rav ia 
and Slo v akia. In Po land, in the summer o f 
19 56 , rio ts to o k place. 
These led to the 19 56 massiv e uprising in 
Hungary , when the co urageo us freedo m 
fighters learned that bare hands are useless 
against So v iet armo r.

WATER TREES AND SHRUBS 


Chances are 
y o u r 
trees 
and 
shru bs will need ex tra water so me­ 
time this y ear. 
It’s easy to fo rget abo u t water 
— it’s so simp le. Bu t the fact is 
that p lants are made u p o f abo u t 
90 p er cent water and rainfall is 
sho rt so metimes ev ery y ear. 
Trees and shru bs get almo st all 
o f their water thro u gh their ro o ts 
— ro o ts which are belo w the su r­ 
face — so y o u mu st water deep ly . 
Fo r small trees and shru bs that 
were set o u t recently , an easy 
way to water is to flo o d the area 
aro u nd each p lant, then let the 
water so ak in co mp letely . Add wa­ 
ter and let it so ak in abo u t three 
times. 
Watering large trees is mo re o f 
a p ro blem. Here o ne o f the best 
way s to water is to u se a so il 
sp ear, which y o u attach o n the end 
o f y o u r ho se and sp ear in the 
gro u nd.

Indiana To Lose 
U.S. Defense Aid 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Indiana 
will lose $16,200 in federal Civil 
Defense funds because state Civil 
Defense D irector Robert S. Bates 
was found guilty of violating the 
[H atch political activities act. 
The state received form al noti­ 
fication of the action today , but 
the letter did not say when the 
money would be withheld. 
Indiana 
had been in line for 
about $7 2,000 in federal Civil De­ 
fense funds during the fiscal y ear 
which started Monday . 
The loss of federal aid could 
have been avoided only by dis­ 
charging Bates, which Gov. M at­ 
thew E. Welsh refused to do. 
Bates said he took part in two 
political fund collections in 1961 
when he filled in as treasurer for 
the Northside D em ocratic Club in 
place of a vacationing friend. 
The 
$16,200 
represents 
twice 
Bates salary at the tim e of the 
violation. 
The State Conservation D epart­ 
m ent is faced with withholding of 
about 
$22,000 
because 
D irector 
Donald E. Foltz tried unsuccess­ 
fully for nom ination for the legis­ 
lature last y ear.
